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The Growing of Dairy Heifers —- I. 


Dairy heifers are the foundation | 


upon which rests our dairy industry. 
To cease growing dairy heifers 
would soon cause the dairy industry 
to collapse and produce a hardship 
through the absence of dairy prod- 
ucts that would very seriously effect 
the human race. No matter how 
strong the argument may be in favor 
of buying cows with which to estab- 
lish and maintain the herd, the fact 
remains that someone must grow 
heifer .calves. If more dairymen 
than do would take time to consider 
the importance of growing heifer 
calves and to study all that has been 
learned and what there is still to be 
learned upon the subject, there would 
be fewer failures in the dairy busi- 
ness and less variation on the part 
of cows as regards their production 
and net returns. 

It is not the purpose to argue that 
every dairyman should raise his cows, 
but there are advantages in ones 
doing this which to mention will be 
encouraging to men who may think 
that growing heifers is expensive and 
burdensome. These advantages are 
as follows: 

It enables one to establish and 
maintain a herd of cows of uniform 
breeding which at the same time, if

well selected, are uniformly good in- 
dividuals and profitable producers. 

It overcomes the difficulty and the 
expenditure of time and money inci- 
dent to buying cows. 

It safeguards the 
tagious diseases like 
abortion. 

It makes it possible to keep a herd 
of comparatively young cows from 
which cows are sold from time to 
time at remunerative prices. 

Where one becomes interested in 
the selection and breeding of cattle 
as he must necessarily become in the 
growing of heifer calves and watch- 
ing them develop into cows, there is 
greater satisfaction even with less 
income than there is in simply milk- 
ing cows and getting the proceeds 
from the milk. 

By the time purchased cows adapt 
themselves to a strange herd and re- 
turn over cost of feed an amount 
equal to their purchase price, and the 
losses which result from dealing with 
cows of unknown breeding and habits 
are taken into account, the dairyman 
is in a position to see more clearly 
the advantages of raising his own 
COWS. 

The first essential factor in grow- 
ing heifer calves is a man who loves 


herd from con- 
tuberculosis and 








good calves. With such a love one is 
Particular to raise calves that possess 
all of the characteristics of good 
breeding, good feeding, and good de- 
velopment, and to insist upon freedom 
from any objectional features that de- 
tract from the general appearance 
and value of the calf. Such love will 
prompt a man to do the thousand and 
one things which successful calf feed- 
ers practice that never get into print 
and cannot very well be a part of the 
written law pertaining to good calf 
husbandry. It might suffice to say 


that calves after a manner should be 
given the same kind of attention that 
a wise mother gives her child. A man 
who does not have this love in his 
hear can raise calves after the too 
common method of raising them, but 
his calf department might thrive better 
if he would turn it over to some other 
member of the family. Growing calves 
is a nice job for the boy of the farm 
who loves pets and who has been 
taught to be methodical in his work.

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MEADOWBROOK PRILLY DAISY 


Editor H.-F. World: 

Dear Sir:—In response to your re- 
quest of April 21, I am sending you a 
photograph of Meadow Brook Prilly 
Daisy 144304 and facts in regard to 
her test and breeding. Meadow Brook 
Prilly Daisy was born January 22, 
1910. She dropped her first calf April 
30, 1912, and produced in test 402.8 
lbs. cf milk and 19.75 lbs. of butter. 
269 days after calving she was put in 
test seven days, without a single day’s 
preparation; and produced 307.7 lbs. 
of milk and 13.407 lbs. butter. The 
average of the two tests is 355.25 lbs. 
milk and 16.854 pounds of butter. 


The heifer continued to milk a full 
year without any decrease of her milk 
flow, and according to the law of av- 
erages she produced 18473 Ibs. of 
milk and 861.38 lbs. of butter in one 
year, beginning at 2 yrs., 3 mos., 8 
days. Our private records show 18,- 
800 Ibs. of milk in the year. The 
averages must be about right. 

She was bred to freshen the sec- 
ond time later in the year and drop- 
ped the second calf Dec. 13, 1913 at 
3 yrs., 11 mos., 21 days and produced 
560 Ibs. of milk, and 30.13 lbs. of but- 
ter in 7 days, and 2274.8 lbs. of milk 
and 116.88 lbs. of butter in 30 days. 
The per cent of butter fat for the 
four tests are respectively 3.92, 3.48, 
4.30 and 4.11. She made all of her 
records apparently without any ef- 
fort and although she has a great 
appetite we have never fed her more 
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grain than the amount usually con- 
sumed by the average business dairy 
cow. However, she ate a large quan- 
tity of roughage. The photograph en- 
closed was taken on May 7, 1914, four 
months and nineteen days after fresh- 
ening and shows about her general 
appearance throughout the year. 

We are very much pleased with her 
record as she was the first three-year- 
old daughter of Sir Prilly Walker to 
freshen. We think Meadow Brook 
Prilly Daisy is a splendid heifer, but 
we believe that there are some more 
of his daughters quite as good, and 
next year ought to see several 30-lb. 
sisters. The others, that are a few 
months younger have run from 21 to 
24 Ibs. 


Meadow Brook Prilly Daisy’s last 
calf was a bull, sired by Lewis Prilly 
(Rouble) Hartog 2d, our second sire. 
In his four-generation pedigree are 
three 30-pound cows, each of which 
is the dam and the grand dam of a 
30-pound cow in direct succession. 
That is to say that of the four fam- 
ilies of three generations of 30-pound 
cows, three families come from the 
four-generation pedigree of our Pril- 
ly Rouble Bull. If it were not for 
any objection to in-breeding, no money 
would buy this calf. I think all your 
readers know about Sir Prilly Walk- 
er the bull with the exclusive blood 
of Hengerveld De Kol and Johanna 
Rue 3d’s Lad added to the Prilly- 
Walker combination.

Daisy is Meadow Brook Daisy, a good 
20-lb. daughter of a good A. R. 0. 
daughter of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. 
The sire of Meadow Brook Daisy is 
Model Sir Aaggie, a son of old Belle 
Model, the dam of Belle Model Jo- 
hanna 520 lbs. milk, 25.837 Ibs. but- 
ter and Bloomingdale Hengerveld 
Model 558.3 milk and 30.257 butter at 
4% years. 

I refer to the breeding of our hei- 
fer because it shows pretty clearly 
the outcome of good breeding, and 
good breeding is the combination of 
the blood of prepotent animals. It 
is not an attempt to derive large 
producers from our high record ani- 
mals — that is only rainbow chasing. 

Our astronomical aspirations are 
rather to ascend into the “milky way.” 

We have been breeding Holstein- 
Friesians for eleven years, beginning 
in a small way, and our policy has 
been to keep eliminating all animals 
but the best ones, and above all, to 
choose the best bred bulls, the bulls 
most closely related to the well-de- 
termined prepotent sires and dams, 
Our herd now numbers usually about 
100 cows and heifers, practically all 
of our own breeding.

the sire of both the above bulls. Thus 
laurels are added to the reputation 
of King Segis Pontiac. His record as 
sire of high priced animals is unap- 
proached.

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In recent issues of 
“The Holstein both Wallacts’ Far- 
vs. the Jersey.” mer and the Breed- 

ers’ Gazette has ap- 
peared an article entitled “The Hol- 
stein vs. the Jersey”, written by W. 
S. Prickett, a Jersey deciple, to show 
the great superiority of the Jersey 
cow. Where numerous factors have 
to ke considered, it is possible to so 
juggle figures that even the Jersey 
may be shown to be more profitable 
than the Holstein-Friesian and Mr. 
Prickett has shown himself quite 
adept in this line. To secure the de- 
sired result, Mr. Prickett has used 
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extreme cases and also figured illogi- 
cally. 

Mr. Prickett compares the Nebras- 
ka cow, La May with Eminent’s Bess. 
La May, of course, is one of the good 
cows of the Holstein Friesian breed, 
but not the best—she ranks ninth in 
milk production and about twenty- 
fifth in butter fat production. Emi- 
nent’s Bess, on the other hand, is the 
champion cow of the Jersey breed. 
Mr. Prickett does not call attention 
to this difference in rank. His open 
ing paragraph is this: 

“Nebraska’s new champion Holstein 
cow, La May, which is being so wide- 
ly exploited by the Nebraska College 
of Agriculture from a profit stand- 
point, gives an excellent opportunity 
of showing how she compares in this 
irection with Eminent’s Bess, a Roy- 
croft Farm Jersey, and the compari- 
son will be of much interest to the 
man who is just starting in wits 
cows and is undezided as to which 
breed to select, as well as to the dairy- 
man who is in the business for profit, 
for all there is in it.” 

The above remark is plainly un- 
fair, for a single instance can never 
establish a rule, as Mr. Prichett would 
aave the man, who is just starting in, 
oelieve. Then again, La May is not 
a fair representative of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed, as she had an ab- 
normally low test. From 26,660.20 
ics. milk she made but 773.49 ibs. but- 
ter fat, thus testing but 2.90% fat. 
Eminent’s bess made 962.82 lbs. fat 
from 18,782.97 lbs. miik, testing 
5.126. It must be plain to anyone 
that figuring on the kasis of butterfat, 
the Jersey cow will show considerably 
the most profit. Mr. Prickett brought 
this out, which is right, but then he 
endeavors to show that from the basis 
of milk production, the product oi 
Emment’s Bess is worth $306.34 
more than that of La May. To quote 
the paragraph: 

“For Emminent’s Bess the average 
per cent of fat in the milk was 5.126; 
for La May, the figures are not given 
oy the Nebraska Agricultural Col- 
lege, but tre statement is made that 
the milk was sold at 10 cents per 
quart after it had been standardize. 
to contain 3 per cent of fat to com- 
ply with the state dairy laws, and at 
che price it brought $1,201.55. Milk 
sells on the basis of butterfat, 
whether to the creamery, the conden- 
sary, or the wholesale dealer, hence 
ix the 3 per cent Holstein milk is given 
a value of 10 cents a quart, tre 5.126 
per cent Jersey milk has a value of 
17 cents, and the 18,782 lbs. a vaiue 
of $1,446.42, making a difference of 
$306.34 in the value of the milk for 


the year in favor of the Jersey cow,” 

Mr. Prickett’s figuring in this case 
is preposterous. In the first place 
milk does not retail on the butterfat 
basis and then his deductions are false 
tecause he gives no value whatever 
to the milk as such. A quart of the 
Jersey milk contains 2.2% (1/23 of a 
pound) more fat than the Holstein 
milk. Mr. Prickett gives this 1/23 of 
a pound fat a value of 7 cents, mak- 
ing a pound of fat worth $1.6i—a 
pretty good price. The Nebraska col 
lege figures the fat worth 30 cents 
a pound. On this basis, the Jersey 
milk would retail for 11.3 cents per 
quart and the total production would 
bring approximately $1,061 against 
the Holstein’s $1,201... We would call 
to Mr. Prickett’s attention the fact 
that milk, itself, has a value and that 
if 3% milk is worth 10 cents, 6% 
milk is not worth 20 cents. We would 
also call to his attention the fact 
that if La May had been picted 
against the Jersey which stands twen- 
ty-fifth in rank for butter fat pro- 
duction (with less than 700 lbs.) or 
if Eminent’s Bess had been pitted 
against the champion Holstein, Bano- 
stine Belle De Kol with 1058.34 lbs. 
butter fat, the comparison would not 
have been nearly so favorable for 
the Jersey. 

In your next article, Mr. Prickett, 
use cases that are comparable, also 
try and figure logically.

Regardless of our own 
opinions concerning the desirability 
of the test so long as the laws of the 
various states remain as they are, 
highest prices cannot be expected un- 
less the animals are guaranteed free 
from tuberculosis.

GOOD RECORDS ESTABLISHED AT 
END OF SEASON IN MORRIS 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN HERD 

The cows and heifers that have re- 
cently finished A. R. O. work in the 
short periods and semi-official for the 
long period, in the registered Holstein- 
Friesian herd owned by A. W. Morris 
& Sons Corporation, Woodland, Cal., 
have quite materially increased the 
average production of the herd, and 
the last month has broughi out some 
really good ones. 

The most important record recently 
completed was that of Miss Blaney 
that finished her year’s work with 
20,740.38 pounds milk, 806.2 lbs. but- 
ter-fat. This is equal to 1608.15 lbs. 
of butter,.and places Miss Blaney as 
the fourth cow in the Morris herd 
that has produced over 1000 pounds 
of butter in one year under semi-offi- 
cial test. 

Miss Blaney’s half sister, Co Bossie 
Butter Girl, comes next in importance 
among the later ones to finish, with 
a year’s production of 19,953.2 lbs. 
milk, 663.248 pounds butter-fat. 

Louise of Riverside and Ethel of 
Riverside both furnish striking ex- 
amples of the persistently high pro- 
ducer that makes a high record one 
year and comes right back with a bet- 
ter one the following year. Last year 
Louise of Riverside produced 632 lbs. 
of butter-fat in 4-year old form, and 
came back this year in 5 year-old 
form and brought her record up to 
651 pounds of fat. Ethel of River- 
side made 582 pounds of butterfat 
last year, and this year by a very 
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substantial increase in production es- 
tablished a mark of 641 pounds of 
butter-fat. 

Three more good ones to finish in 
April were Careme Rachel Mechthilde 
with 635.57 pounds fat, Geneseo Beau- 
ty 2d, with 586.30 pounds fat at age 
of 3% years, and Floa Bergsma But- 
ter Girl with 557.82 pounds fat at 
4% years of age. 

A most commendable production 
was made by the heifer Nudine Daisy 
Pondyke. At he age of 2 years and 
2 months, with first calf, she made 
496.80 pounds butter-fat in one year. 
Her performance places her well with- 
in the great class of 2-year-old heif- 
ers that have been given high records 
in this herd within the past year. 

Among the short period A. R. O. 
performers, the mature cow Wilhel- 
mina Gerben De Kol ranks first 
among recent tests. In seven days 
she produced 24.30 pounds butter-fat 
and in 30 days 93.386 pounds. This 
makes the seventh cow in the herd 
to produce over 80 pounds of butter 
in seven days. 

Arcula Alcartra made 21.38 pounds 
fat in seven days. We No Alcartra 
made 20.88 pounds fat, Nydia Cream- 
cup made 19.968 pounds fat. 

‘Still further honors have been 
brought to the blood of Aralia De Kol 
and De Kol of Valley Mead by the 
performances of three of their young 
descendants. Aralia De Kol 3d, now 
at the age of 3% years, made a seven 
day record of 18.47 pounds butter-fat, 
while Aralia De Kol Mead, 2-year-old 
daughter of Aralia De Kol, made the 
exceptionally good production of 17.36 
pounds butter-fat in seven days and 
71.39 pounds in thirty days. 

De Kol of Valley Mead 4th made 
16.449 pounds fat in seven days as 
a 2-year-old. The way these 2-year- 
olds are starting in to produce is a 
very strong indication that there have 
been some remarkable mating made 
in the Morris herd, and that the sev- 
eral families now strongly established 
in the herd have an immense capacity 
for still greater development. 

One of the most interesting young 
things that has recently begun her 
producing period in the Morris herd 


is Jane Netherland Segis. She is the 


first daughter of King Segis Pontiac 
Emperor to come into milk, and nat- 
urally she is being watched with some 
interest. Her dam is rather an in- 
ferior cow, both as to type and pro- 
duction, but the heifer shows her sire’s 
blood very decidedly and is a very 
good type. She has just made an 
A. R. O. record of 18.63 pounds but- 
ter-fat for the seven-day period, which 
is not a remarkable figure, but taken 
altogether is quite a satisfactory indi- 








cation of what may be expected from 
some of the other daughters of 
Segis Pontiac Emperor that 
shortly be coming into milk. 

Up to May 1st forty cows in the 
Morris herd have averaged 620.98 
pounds butter-fat in one year under 
semi-official test. 

The best fifteen cows averaged 
721.13 pounds butter-fat and 20,525 
pounds milk in one year.—The Live 
Stock and Dairy Journal.
